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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As the previous Office action stated, mere change 
in the size of a dot is an obvious matter of design choice. For example, Oshida et al. discloses in column 4, lines 41 - 44 a dot mark (7) 
having a maximum length of 6 microns. Further, Iwai clearly shows in Fig. 7 the location of the marks (111b) on an inner face wall of a 
notch formed on an outer peripheral of the face of the semiconductor wafer. Furthermore, "alignment marks" is an identification marks 
(Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, 10th ed., p28). Finally.The rationale to modify or combine the prior art does not have to be 
expressly stated in the prior art; the rationale may be expressly or impliedly contained in the prior art or it may be reasoned from 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, established scientific principles, or legal precedent established by prior 
case law.
